You get 


Synonsis Of Manitoba Grain Act 


The time of year has arriv-d when 


the Manitoba Grain act; so called, is 
of vital interest to the farmer and ev-! 
ery shipper and buyer of grain. In! 
this section of the west last year there 
Were a number of prosecutions and 
considerable confusion existed as to 
the real scope of the act, Bolieving 
it would be of considerable value to 
the many farmers who read the Re- 
view the following digest of the act 
has been prepare lin the hops that it 
will lead to a more intelligent under- 
standing and facilitate the shipment 
of grain this year. The Manitoba 
grain act was revised at the 1908 ses- 
sion of parliament, the minister of 
trade and commerce, Sir Richard 
Cartwright, having submitted the old 


act toa committee of western mem- 
hers to suggest amendments. This 


committee heard representations from

the farmers, elevator men, and oth- 


ers interested and when the act was 
re-drafted the minister introduced it 
in the senate, of which he is a mem 


| ber, andafter it had been approved 


by that body it was sent to the 
House of Commons where it was fi- 
nally passed and became law. This 
actis the reul buffer between the far- 
mer and the grain buyers and be- 
cause the Review believes many of 
the farmers do not understand the 
privileges they enjoy this article is 
written, 

First it may be pointed out that 
this act applies to the provinces of 
Manitoba; Saskatchewan; Alberta 
and British Columbia, This shuts 
out any dream that may exist that 
western shipments may be made 
without regard to the provisions regu- 
lating the awarding of cars and the 
shipping of the wheat. 

No matter in which direction the 
grain is going it is subject to the 
Manitoba Grain Act.

Under the act a commissioner is 
appointed to seo that all who buy 
grain are properly licensed; that they 
keep the books ordered by luw, and 
that the provisions of the act are 
enforced. This official is also charg- 
ed with the responsibility all com- 
plaints as to dockage; improper 
weights, or grading and to see that 
cars are distributed as provided in 
this act, and to protect sellers from 
fraud; institute actions &c. The 
name of this official is at present 
C. C, Castles of Winnipeg. 

After providing for the licensing of 
elevators, warehousemen and other 
‘dealers the act goes on to regulate 
the handling of grain at the terminal 
elevators, The terminal man is bound 
to receive all grain in a dry and suit- 
able condition and it must be in- 
spected and graded by a duly auth- 
orised inspector and stored with grain 
ofa similar grade, No grain is al- 
‘owed to leave a terminal without be- 
ing weighed unless the owner, or his 
agent, ordersotherwise. The Eastern 
| terminals are obliged to preserve sep- 
larate the identity of Western grain 

and it must be separately binned; and 
|the mixing of grades is a punishable 
loffence, The terminal man has to 
}clean the grain, allow for screenings, 
| keep on a sufficient insurance and in 
lother ways protect the owners of the 


grain consigned to his care. 
| These, the first 44 sections of the

The farmer must be given a receipt 
showing the gross and net weight of 
grain; the dockage for dirt or other 
cause; also the grade and an acknow- 
fedgement that the grain has been 


received into store. 
When the owner returns the receipt 


the elevator man must put the grain 
into cars as they are provided by the 
railway companies, the owner of 
course first paying all the storage and 
other charges. 

The grain must be shipped within 
24 hours after thecar has been pro- 
vided and without further cost to the 
owner, 

Should the cheque of an elevator 
not be cashed within 24 hours after 
presentation the holder has the right 
to go to the elevator and receive a 
storage receiptin exchange and his 
grain then comes under the clauses 
regulating the storage of grain.

In respect to special bins ware- 


houses the receipt given the farmer| 


must bear the words “special bin” and 
the number by which such bin is 
known in the warehouse. A sample 

{of grain has to be preserved for iden- 
tification purposes, 


In case specially binned grain | 


shows signs of being out of condition 
the warehouseman must at once noti- 
fy the grain commissioner, and the 
owner if his address is known. Heis 
also to post such notice up in his 
warehouse in a conspicuous position. 
If the owner fails to comply with the 
provisions of the law the grain is then 
to be advertised for public auction, 
ten. days notice being given. Of 
course if deterioration is caused by 
neglect of the warehouseman he is 
then liable to the owner for all dam- 


ages. 

All disputes as to grades must be 
referred to the chief inspector, and 
his findings are decisive. 

When any person feels that they 
haven't been given a square deal at 
an elevator, or warehouse, they can 
have an investigation by makingcom- 
plaint under oath to the commission- 


er. 
That official has fu!l power to enter 


all elevators, call for the books and 
examine witnesses under oath, and if 
the charges are proven the commis- 
sioner has power to fix the damages, 
and to discharge the offending opera- 
tor who will not be allowed to hold a 
position in Canada for one year. He 
must of course deliver his decision in 
writing to all parties concerned. 

Any grain dealer, agent or firm con 
victed of trying to influence an eleva 
tor employee to do something dishon- 
est such as reducing grades, giving 
unjust weight, or dockage shall be 
| liable to a fine of $100 to $500,

'the grain. A company failing to sup- 
|ply such a man at the order of the 
}commissioner is liable to a fine of 
| $1000, (one thousand dollars.) 

An applicant fora car can ask for 
any of the standard sizes and if he 
wants a larger car than the ordinary 
has the right to demand a_ larger 
standard and if the cars in sight do 
not fill the bill the shipper doesn’t 
lose his right to priority but must be 
served as soon as the size of car ord- 
ered arrives, The applicant, or his 
agent, must furnish the railway agent 
with a proper description of his ad- 
dress such as township,range and sec 
tion and these must be filled in the 
form with ink by the agent and sign- 
ed by the applicant, 

The cars must be assigned accord- 
ing to the number in the book with- 
out discrimination between elevator, 
flatwarehouse, loading platform, or 
otherwise. A car is not regarded as 
supplied unless it is in a fit condition 
to hold grain, A person alloted a car 
must declare his intention of using it 
within 24 hours and if he cannot do 
so the agent shall write “cancelled” 
across it and allotitto the next ap- 
plicant in order. If no notice is giv- 
en the agent can cancell the order at 
|the expiration of the 24 hours, but 
no cancellation is legal except under 
the terms of the act. The agent 
/must post up daily in a conspicuous

ALL NIGHT SESSIONS, 


These Are Weary Times in the Brit- 
ish Commons. 


In normal times all opposed busi- 
aess in the House of Commons stops at 
oleven o’clock; and a few minutes la- 
ter the light on the Clock Tower, 
which tells London that the represen- 
tatives of the people are at work, is 
extinguished. But there are occasions 
every session when members are un- 
able to get away from Westminster till 
| the small and wan hours of the morn- 
| ing. The House has to sit up all 
| night to get on with a Bill which the 
| Government declare is urgently need- 
} ed in the people’s interest, but which 
the Opposition protest would bring 
(eeu closer the downfall of the na- 
| tion. 

Once a late sitting of the House be- 
gins it is rarely possible to tell how 
| long it will last. All depends upon 
| whether a spirit of good-will or hos- 
tility is developed between the two 
sides by the progress of events. The 
outcome is always uncertain. Often 
a word dropped by the Minister in 
charge of the Bill or the Leader of the 
Opposition, according as it is bitter 
conciliatory, brings about an 
| abrupt ending of the proceedings or 
| arouses on each side a grim deter- 
mination to fight to the bitter end. 
\ Discussion goes on eis AY 
| through the night. It is carried on al- 
most entirely by a few members of 
the Opposition who possess the ca- 
| pacity of talkativeness. The Minis- 

ter in charge of the Bill sits on the 
| Treasury Bench and intervenes as lit- 
tle as possible. When he rises it is 
| to say a few words in rejection of a 
| new amendment proposed by the Op- 
| position or to move the.closure. A 

ew of his colleagues lend him the 
| light of their countenances through 
| the night, but not the help of their 
tongues. As a rule, each Minister has 
| to fight his vwn battles unaided, save 
| by the law officers when points of law 
are in dispute.

Places in Britain That Authors 
Have Made Famous. 


The novelist and the poet can throw 
a glamor over scenes and _ places 
which are in themselves by no means 
remarkable, and can even add 
fresh charm to those which have al- 
ready many claims of notice. Scott 


is probably unrivalled as a novelist | 


of locality. How many Americans 
and Colonials, for -instancs, would 
make pilgrimage to Kenilworth but 
for Scott's novel -of that name? 
Doubtless a few would, for it has 
beuuty and distinction which are in- 
dependent of fiction, but it may be 
safely said that where a hundred 
neople visit it to-day one visited it 
efore Scott lived and_ wrote. 

There is no doubt also that Scott 
discovered the Trossachs and the 
Highlands of Scotland. When Dr. 
Samuel Johnson and James Boswell 
made their celebrated tour through 
the Highlands, that magnificent re- 
ion of mountain and lake was much 
ess known thun is the Soudan. to- 
day, and Johnson’s celebrated diary 
of his trip was not calculated to per- 
suade many people to follow in his 
footsteps. It remained for the poems 
and romances of Sir Walter Scott to 
reveal to the world a region of almost 
unrivalled beauty and wild grandeur, 
and since 
Highlands have increased ten-thous- 
andfold. 

Kirriemuir is an excellent example 
of what a novelist can accomplish in 
the way of glamor. Not even u Scota- 
man will claim much beauty for the 
villages and small hamlets of his 
native country. They have little or 
nothing of the idyllic charm of Eng- 
lish villages, and  Kirriemuir is 
neither better nor worse than a hun- 
dred of its village compecrs,

THE BUDGET 
IS CONDEMNED 


LORD ROSEBERY HANDS OUT A 
BITTER CRITICISM 


Declares that British Budget Sought to 
Establish an Inquisition Unknown 
in Great Britain and is a Tyranny 
Unknown to Mankind—Prevailing 
Opinion Would Seem That the Fate 
of the Finance Bill is Sealed. 


Glasgow.—Speaking here in denunci- 
ation of the Lloyd George budget, 
‘Lord Rosebery asked the cabinet min- 
isters who were once his colleagues 
how they would have appreciated Mr. 
Gladstone with such a budget. In 
Gladstone’s eyes liberalism and liber- 
ty were cognate terms—they were twin 
sisters. Speaking as an old Liberal, 
he asked if the government had not 
given away the cause of free trade. He 
would despair if this budget was the 
only alternative to tariff reform and 


many probably would cease to defend | 


the doctrine of free trade. The budget 
sought to establish an inquisition un- 
known in Great Britain, a tyranny 
unknown to mankind. 


Why was the Liberal government so | 


hostile to individual liberty and so 
yartial to beaucracy. This was not 
Liberal lant but Socialism, and he had 
come to the conclusion that the gov- 
ernment’s policy was Machiavalian. 
With the object of stirring the house 
of lords to throw out the finance bi'l, 
the government was allying itself with 
the Socialists. Many 
seemed to be moving along the path 
of Socialism, but on that path he 
could not follow them an inch. 

Lord Rosebery characterised — the 
budget as a “revolution which put the 
future of Great Britain in the melting 
pot and which in the best interests 
of the nation should not become law.” 

He declared that the first result of 
the budget would be an immediate in- 
crease in the ranks of the unemployed 
through a great depletion of capital. 
The arguments advanced for taxing 
land values applied logically to con- 
sols and all other forms of property. 

Scores of millions were lying idle 
in the banks at the present moment,

TOTAL WHEAT YIELD (8 ESTI- 
MATED AT 1€8 MILLION 


Crop Census Bureau ‘Issues a Complete 
Statement of Crop Conditions in 
Canada—Nearly all Varieties of 
Crops Estimated to be Much Larger 
Than Last Year—An Abundant 
Yield Throughout the Dominion. 


Ottawn.-A fuller statement of crop 
conditions in Canada than that given 
out last week has been issued by the 
crop census bureau with comparisons 
up to the same date Inst year, 

As a consequence of the late sowing 
and summer drouth cereal crops did 
not mature in the maritime provinees, 
Quebee and the eastern and northern 


}parts of Ontario until late in August. 


Elsewhere in Canada harvesting 
operations were practically concluded 
by the end of August, and in the 
western and southern parts of Ontario 
and southern Alberta cutting was well 
under way in July in the northwest 
provinces, There was a great call for 
jharvest help, especially in Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan, where hot and 
drying winds hastened the ripening of 
the grain, but the continued weather 
{helped out the seuson very satisfac- 
torily. 

For the whole of Canada the esti- 
mates of the production based on the 
reports of a large staff of correspond. 
ents show for all wheat a yield of 
16,700,000 bushels, and of spring wheat 
| 151,686,000 bushels, being and 
}21.89 Lushels per acre respectively. 
The total yield is 168,886,000 bushels, 
jor 21.71 bushels per acre, as against 
| 124,690,000 bushels at the same time 
Inst year. Oats with an average yield 
of 89.15 bushels per acre, are given an 
aggregate of 354,919,000 bushels, and 
barley, with an average of 30.55 bush- 
els, gives an aggregate of 56,975,000 
bushels for oats, and 49,488,000) bush- 
els for barley. Other crops compared 
with last year show 8,184,000 bushels 
peas, against 7,667,000 bu hels; beans 
1,311,000, against 1,772,000 bushels; 
| buckwheat 7,795,000 bushels, against 
7,727,000 bushels; mixed grains 19,524,- 
}000, against 19,880,000 bushels; rye 
1,708,000 bushels, ageinst 1,711,000 
bushels, and hay and clover 10,246,800 
tons, against I 000 tons.
